FALL  SPORTS 


"Lacking  experience,  this  year's  varsity  football  team  will  be  hard- 
pressed  to  follow  last  year's  New  England  championship  team  which 

amassed  a  6-1  record." 
Indeed  the  Phillipian  was  correct  in  it's  early  prophecy.  This  season 
was  a  tough  one,  although  there  were  several  standouts  on  coach 
Sorota's  club.  In  any  event,  the  team  had  fun. 
P.A.  opened  the  season  in  bittersweet  fashion.  Though  QB  Tom 
McGreevy  did  engineer  a  95  yard  first  half  drive  capped  by  a  Dan 
Dilorati  TD  grab;  and  Jerry  Keleher's  second  TD  with  only  seconds 
remaining  did  win  it  for  P.A.  19-12  over  Tufts,  the  team  did  not  seem 
hungry  enough  to  capitalize  on  numerous  opportunities  and,  in  the 
long  run,  was  lucky  with  the  outcome.  Rick  Cotton  proved  a  pleasant 
surprise  at  defensive  end,  as  he  played  deliberately  and  forced  the 

costly  fumble  that  led  to  the  winning  TD. 
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Peter  Castleman  and 
"Mac"  Decamp  led  the  de- 
fensive corps,  which  limited 
the  Hermies  to  but  34  yards 
in  the  air.  And  the  team 
seemed  ready  for  the  final 
three  games.  Unfortunately 
fate  was  not  with  P.A.  Even 
though  our  boys  totalled  543 
yards  in  offense,  inter- 
ceptions killed  them  and  a 
tough  Deerfield  squad 
sneaked  by  42-21.  And  the 
game  was  close  until  the 
final  minute,  when  the 
green  tallied  16. 


P.A.  fell  to  1-2,  as  the 
team  lost  to  Lawrenceville 
21-13  in  New  Jersey.  Though 
the  statistics  showed  P.A.  to 
be  the  more  adept  at  mov- 
ing the  ball,  fundamental 
boners:  falty  snaps  and  bad 
penalities  and  fumbles  were 
the  deciding  factors  in  the 
loss.

SEARCH  AND  RESCUE 


Search  and  Rescue  embodies  a  series  of  ego 
relevant,  optimally  challenging  environments.  For 
example,  challenge  is  simulated  via  mountain 
climbing,  white  water  canoeing,  or  on  campus, 
rappeling  the  Belltower,  or  jumping  fourteen  feet 
into  a  fire  net  —  exercises  mostly  in  the  physical 
domain.  Students  seem  intrinsically  interested  in 
this  type  of  environment  in  which  self-identity 
and  self-development  can  most  readily  begin. 
Search  and  Rescue  utilizes  the  concept  of  super- 
ordinate  goals  as  a  pedagogical  technique.  In 
many  of  the  exercises,  each  student  experiences  a 
challenge  which  cannot  be  accomplished  alone. 
Thereby  being  induced  to  participate  with  others 
in  the  pursuit  of  super-ordinate  goals,  that  is,  the 
goals  we  want,  but  cannot  achieve  alone. 

Search  and  Rescue  tries  to  insure  the  occur- 
rence of  success  as  a  consequence  of  persistent 
efforts  to  overcome  barriers  through  mutual  par- 
ticipation. The  ten  week  program  appears  to 
achieve  an  increase  in  motivation  through  the 
development  of  self-respect.  This  maturity  is 
accompanied  by  self  confidence,  a  greater  sense 
of  accomplishment  ...  a  greater  capacity  for  lead-

Depth  proved  to  be  the  key  to  the  Squash 
team's  respectable  9-8  season.  Of  course,  four  of 
the  Blue's  defeats  came  at  the  hand  of  the  usually 
indestructable  Harvard.  Hunt  Richardson,  Charlie 
Wilson  and  Stan  Stolz  playing  at  3,  4,  and  5 
respectively,  were  the  foundation  of  the  team, 
playing  strong  squash  all  season.  Wilson  was  the 
big  surprise  as  he  moved  up  the  ladder  from 
number  8. 

Captain  Tony  Sanders  and  Jason  Fish  played 
erratically  at  1  and  2,  both  displaying  brilliance 
one  day  and  how  not  to  play  squash  the  next. 

Peter  Castleman  and  mid-season  entry  Tom 
Hsiaoh  brought  up  the  rear  very  effectively. 
Boochever  and  Rockwell  also  helped  immensely. 

If  The  Blue  had  played  as  well  all  along,  as  in 
their  5-2  pasting  of  Exeter,  they  would  have  fared 
far  better. 
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The  varsity  wrestling  team  struggled  to  a  disappointing  3-6  season  and  never  quite 
realized  its  full  potential.  Although  the  starting  line-up  consisted  almost  entirely  of 
seniors  from  whom  great  things  were  expected,  the  experienced  men  did  not  live  up  to 
expectations.  Three  of  the  meets  were  lost  by  very  close  scores  and  with  a  bit  of  luck  the 
record  could  have  been  vastly  improved. 

The  Blue  finished  fourth  in  the  Interscholastic  tournament  and  senior  Bill  Mulvihill, 
who  went  undefeated  all  season,  captured  top  honors  at  the  tourney  and  won  the  New 
England  Prep  Schools  title  at  133  pounds.  Peter  Kao  placed  second  at  115  pounds  and 
George  Letsou,  Jay  Finnie,  and  Captain  Tony  Pucillo  came  in  third,  fourth  and  third  in 
the  121,  127,  and  160  pound  classes  respectively.  Heavyweight  Drew  Gansmiller  was 
seeded  fifth  but  was  unable  to  compete  because  of  an  injury. 

Against  the  three  public  high  schools  the  grapplers  were  tough,  but  not  quite  tough 
enough.  The  losses  to  Tabor,  St.  Paul's,  and  especially  Exeter  were  truly  heart-breaking. 
PA  led  at  one  point  by  the  score  of  21-6  in  the  Tabor  match,  but  faltered  dismally  in  the 
remaining  bouts  to  drop  the  match. 

The  Exeter  meet  is  best  forgotten  as  the  Blue  started  slowly,  mounted  a  superb 
comeback  to  trail  by  only  one  point,  and  then  dropped  the  last  match  to  lose  by  seven. 
After  all  though,  special  thanks  to  Nick  Kip  whose  coaching  kept  the  team  inspired  and 
eager  to  win.

A  Good  Decision 

The  faculty  passed  a  new  drinking  rule  last 
week,  permitting  18-year-old  seniors  to  drink  at 
the  Andover  Inn  after  their  last  appointment  of 
the  day.  As  the  Mass.  legislature  deems  18-year- 
olds  responsible  enough  to  purchase  liquor,  and 
seniors  drinking  at  the  Inn  can  have  little 
influence  upon  underclassmen,  the  new  rule  may 
help  to  mitigate  —  to  a  slight  degree  —  the 
cynicism  with  which  the  students  regard  Andover 
rules  and  regulations. 

The  faculty  has  encouraged  respect  for  rules  by 
offering  the  18-year-old  seniors  a  legal  alternative, 
where  many  of  them  are  accustomed  to  ignoring 
school  rules.  The  chronic  alcoholism  which  we 
label  "the  Saturday  night  syndrome"  will  contin- 
ue to  exist,  but  the  faculty  has  made  a  positive 
gesture  toward  the  cynical  minds  who  accept 
these  rules  as  meant  to  be  broken. 

The  Phillipian  applauds  this  decision,  but  the 
new  drinking  rule  will  probably  have  little  more 
impact  than  the  previous  modification  of  the 
drinking  rule.  Given  the  dignified  atmosphere 
and  the  high  prices  of  the  Inn,  few  seniors  are 
likely  to  use  their  privilege  often.  Surely  not  so 
often  as  to  create  problems  for  teachers  and 
underclassmen. 
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Discipline  Policy 

Rather  quietly  last  week  PA's  Cluster  Deans 
let  the  word  pass  that  things  were  going  to  be 
different  this  year.  The  six  had  met  over  the 
summer  and  had  come  to  the  decision  that 
students  caught  once  for  a  major  rule  and  then 
caught  again  would  usually  not  be  around  to 
get  caught  a  third  time.  The  "single  probation" 
policy,  as  it  is  often  called,  represented  no 
official  rule  change;  The  advisory  Committee 
didn't  make  recommendations  and  the  faculty 
didn't  vote  for  stricter  discipline.  Instead,  the 
new  procedure  was  termed  simply  "a  change 
of  emphasis." 

Needless  to  say,  the  reasons  for  the  crack- 
down are  obvious.  Rule-breaking  last  year 
made  a  mockery  of  school  regulations  and  the 
faculty  can  hardly  be  blamed  for  feeling  ex- 
ploited. Some  of  the  privileges  they  gave  stu- 
dents were  abused  to  such  an  extent  that  all 
authority  seemed  undermined.  Permissiveness 
was  returned  with  a  slap  in  the  face  and  they 
were  ready  to  get  tough  despite  any  educa- 
tionally regressive  implications  their  decision 
might  carry. 

To  a  certain  degree  this  attitude  is  under- 
standable, but  for  the  Cluster  Deans  to  arbitra- 
rily change  the  school's  discipline  system  out- 
side of  the  usual  channels  is  decidedly  unfair. 
Students  placed  on  probation  last  year  would 
perhaps  have  been  a  little  more  mindful  of  the 
rules  had  they  realized  how  close  to  expulsion 
they  really  were. 

Whether  students  deserve  to  be  expelled 
after  two  offenses  is  irrelevant  here.  What  is 
important  is  that  they  are  given  a  clean  slate. 
Changing  the  rules  is  one  thing;  changing 
them  unofficially  and  retroactively  is  quite  an- 
other. -J.A. 


Incidentally,  thanks  primarily  to  the  efforts 
of  John  Kingery,  Gren  Blackall,  and  Rick  Cot- 
ton, the  much  publicized  One  Pro-Policy  dis- 
solved just  as  quietly  as  it  had  arisen. 
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Back  To  Parietals 

It  is  terribly  easy  to  bury  a  once  explosive  issue 
and  certainly  last  year's  parietals  issue  is  now  dis- 
couragingly  dead.  Yet  the  disturbing  memory  of  the 
debate  lingers  on.  The  conflict  no  longer  hinges  on 
hours  or  check-in  procedures.  But  what  strikes  me 
as  the  overriding  issue  is  simple  recognition  of 
students'  maturity. 

Headmaster  Sizer  points  out  the  difficulty  of  mak- 
ing distinctions  between  "children  and  young 
adults."  The  parietals  system  seems  to  be  a  perfect 
test  case  —  Does  PA  opt  for  a  fairly  liberal  system, 
with  sign-ins  and  longer  hours,  or  does  it  choose  a 
confining,  limited  situation  with  house  counselor's 
permission?  The  options  are  clear  and  PA  takes  the 
latter  course.  What  has  evolved  is  a  fairly  embarrass- 
ing, cumbersome  system  which  basically  robs  inter- 
sex room-visiting  of  any  natural  spontaneity. 


PA  just  doesn't  seem  to  know  which  way  to  go. 
We  have  a  school  filled  with  highly  motivated, 
intellectually  advanced  students.  Academics  are 
king.  Yet  socially,  the  administration  can't  quite 
recognize  the  maturity  of  these  students.  I  am 
amazed  that  we  can  be  asked  to  produce  so  much 
in  the  classroom,  so  much  academically,  while  we 
are  treated  as  children  elsewhere.  The  Phillips  Acad- 
emy student  body  of  1975  is  not  about  to  "battle" 
for  an  issue  such  as  liberalized  parietals;  the  mood 
of  the  school  is  simply  not  conducive  to  heated 
debate. 

I  could  easily  see  the  administration's  paranoia 
over  last  years  experimental  room-visiting,  but  as 
the  AdCom  begins  to  review  the  Blue  Book  perhaps 
they'll  keep  the  issue  of  respect  in  mind.  They  will 
surely  loose  themselves  in  details  of  hours  and 
procedures,  but  hopefully  they  will  recognize  that 
they  must  treat  students  with  some  respect  in  social 
situations,  and  not  just  in  the  classroom.

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The  Andover  spring  track  team  of  1975  experienced 
a  disappointing  4-7  season  but  was  highlighted  by 
many  fine  performances  culminating  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  school  record  in  the  880  yard  relay. 

The  season  began  early  in  mid-April  when  a  quasi- 
all  star  team  from  England  public  schools  (private 
schools  in  America)  visited  Andover.  The  English 
brought  excellent  runners,  and  Andover's  field  events 
had  not  developed  far  enough  yet;  thus,  the  English 
won  the  meet  convincingly,  76-64.  Nevertheless,  the 
cultural  exchange  was  the  highlight  of  the  visit  for 
both  teams. 

Next  Phillips  Academy  faced  a  strong  Andover  High. 
The  well  —  prepared  high  school  team  devastated  the 
weak  P.A.  field  events  and  easily  won  the  meet  90-59. 

Northeastern  squeaked  by  a  better  but  not  yet  ma- 
tured Andover  team  in  the  final  event,  the  pole  vault, 
77-72.  During  the  same  week  an  overwhelming  Har- 
vard freshman  team  downed  Andover  97-52. 


Andover's  first  win  came  in  a  tri-meet  against 
Naval  Academy  and  Worcester.

Suslovic  gained  firsts  in  the  mile  and  two  mile 
and  then  the  mile  and  880  against  Boston  and 
Mount  Hermon,  respectively. 

In  the  Interschols  at  Exeter,  Andover  placed  a 
disappointing  third  behind  powerful  Exeter  and 
strong  Deerfield.  Suslovic  exhibited  excellent  run- 
ning in  his  two-mile  win  and  second  place  in  the 
mile.  Much  controversy  developed  over  the  win- 
ner of  the  880  yd.  relay.  The  judge  first  claimed 
Andover's  victory,  and  later  reversed  the  decision, 
giving  Exeter  the  first  place.  This  controversy  was 
the  last  of  a  series  of  disputes  and  bad  organiza- 
tion of  the  meet. 

In  the  final  track  meet  of  the  season,  Andover 
fell  to  that  powerful  Exeter  team,  821/2-561/2,  but 
not  without  some  excellent  performances.  Sus- 
lovic and  win  Gaynor  placed  one,  two  in  an 
impressive  Andover  victory  in  the  mile.  Other 
victors,  who  had  lost  to  Exies  the  week  before, 
included  Murray  in  the  long  jump,  Najib  in  the 
high  jump,  and  Dave  Hostetler,  who  impressively 
outkicked  the  Exeter  speedster,  Hill,  in  the  440. 
But  most  exciting  of  all  was  the  last  event  of  the 
meet  and  the  season,  the  800  yd.  relay.  The  relay 
team  combined  with  sprinters  Joe  Salvo,  Rob 
Howe,  Hostetler,  and  Peter  Roome,  to  overwhelm 
the  Exeter  team,  avenging  the  loss  at  Exeter  and 
meanwhile  setting  a  new  school  record  of  1 :32.1 .

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The  whole  college  ordeal  en- 
ded abruptly  for  most  this  year, 
and  along  with  it  went  the  last 
shreds  of  pressure.  Seniors  had 
usually  arranged  their  course 
schedules  or  the  workloads 
had  relaxed,  so  that  they  could 
enjoy  new  and  different  as- 
pects of  the  school. 

Despite  the  abnormally  cold 
and  foul  weather,  the  campus 
was  lovely,  as  was  the  music 
often  played  from  the  steps  of 
Sam  Phil.  Feast  Your  Ears  was 
impressive.  All  was  nice,  per- 
haps because  it  was  our  last 
term  and  we  were  ready  to 
leave  or  it  was  nostalgia. 
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LOVE  AFFAIR 


When  I  came  to  Andover  in  1970,  the 
school  was  a  fairly  desperate  place  behind 
its  sleek,  brick  facade.  In  a  deliciously  weird 
circumstance  of  contradictions,  in  a  land- 
scape of  compulsory  chapel  and  casual  LSD, 
what  I  had  thought  to  be  a  marketplace  of 
ideas  had  turned  out  to  be  a  battleground. 
The  faculty  was  angry,  confused  and  fright- 
ened; students  spoke  contemptuously  of 
wholesale  dehumanization,  regimentation 
and  brutalization.  In  such  a  climate  the  de- 
fense of  P. A.  was  a  cardinal  sin.  To  admit  a 
love  for  the  school,  past,  present,  and  future 
was  a  little  like  admitting  a  slight  sexual 
taste  for  a  sheep  of  the  field. 

I  first  heard  of  Andover  when  I  was  about 
twelve.  In  morning  assembly,  in  a  narrow 
and  provincial  day  school  in  California,  my 
headmaster  used  to  refer  cryptically  to  the 
greatest  of  all  American  schools  and  I  imag- 
ined bleak  stretches  of  snow  and  enormous, 
white  clapboard  buildings  filled  with  fifty  or 
a  hundred  iron  beds.  In  my  senior  year,  I 
was  editor  of  the  school  paper,  and  largely 
as  a  provocation  to  that  perfectly  ghastly 
headmaster,  I  referred  to  my  school  as  a 
"two-bit",  would-be  Andover,  I  was  called 
into  his  office  within  hours  of  publication 
and  told  that  I  would  be  forced  to  resign 
unless  I  permitted  him  to  read  and  edit  all 
future  articles  that  I  wrote. 


When  Fritz  Allis  asked  me  to  come  to  Andover,  I 
was  incredibly  proud.  Likewise,  remembering  the 
fascist  complexion  of  my  own  school.  I  had  some 
trouble  understanding  why  students  only  five  or  six 
years  younger  than  I  considered  the  rather  flexible 
and  permissive  arrangements  of  the  school  repres- 
sive and  medieval.  Clearly  there  were  some  laugh- 
ably bankrupt  sides  of  "in  loco  parentis",  but  I  had 
seen  too  much  of  the  scaly  underside  of  the  New 
Dawn  at  Berkeley  to  welcome  Summerhill  with 
open  arms  and  I  distrusted  the  notion  that  adoles- 
cents were  omniscient.  Thus  at  twenty-three,  I  was 
transformed  on  many  counts  into  "one  of  them."  It 
was  a  very  uncomfortable  feeling. 


The  day  I  started  teaching  was  a  jungle  -  like  Septem- 
ber morning,  eighty-five  degrees  and  raining.  At  eight 
O'clock  I  looked  at  a  boy  in  a  tuxedo  and  an  Hawaiian 
print  shirt  and  my  stomach  shuddered.  Since,  then,  over 
five  years,  life  here  has  grown  better.  I  still  get  angry  at 
students  who  take  the  path  of  least  resistance  or  who  are 
mean  and  insensitive,  at  colleagues  who  do  not  pull  their 
weight  or  who  sell  intellectual  snake  oil.  In  the  end, 
however,  I  believe  Andover  does  a  fine  job,  in  its  quest 
for  excellence  and  equity.  I  have  grown  ever  more  re- 
spectful of  the  calibre,  heterogeneity  and  capabilities  of 
the  students  I  teach;  I  am  always  impressed  by  the 
devotion  and  selfless  commitment  on  such  a  wide  num- 
ber of  fronts  by  the  faculty. 

My  years  here  have  added  up  to  a  volatile  and  stimu- 
lating love  affair  with  a  great  school,  a  recognition  of  its 
powerful  presence  and  impact  in  the  lives  of  all  who 
know  it.  None  of  us  knows  the  moment  at  which  Ando- 
ver engraves  itself  indelibly  in  our  minds,  but  for  better 
or  worse,  it  is  and  will  remain  deeply  imbedded  in  the 
fabric  of  our  collective  experience.
